In accordancewith the decision the St. Louis inspectors

have been instructed to secure evidence
for the prosecution of some of the writers.It will be impossible to prosecute all ofthem.

Duval Athletic Club Issues a Manifesto
Declaring tliat Corbctt and 31itchell

Will Fight, Sure Pop.

JACKSONVILLE, Fla.. Jan. 9. A num-
ber of bets were made within the last few
days, all with odd3 slightly in favor of Cor-bet- t.

To-nig-ht several were made at 100

to SO. A glove contest has been arranged
with the same conditions under which Cor-be- tt

and Mitchell are matched, to talce
place in this city the latter end of the week.
The principals will be Green Harris, the
champion netrro middle weiffht cf Tennes-
see, and Perry Watklns, champion middle
weight of Florida. A purse of will be
offered for the contest. Although the Du-

val Athletic Club deny it, it is gnerally
known that this will be in the nature of
a challenge to Governor Mitchell. If the
contest be allowed to go on without inter-
ference, then it will be taken for a cer-

tainty that the Corbett-Mitche- ll battle will
take place, while, if it is stopped, the courts
will be asked to decide the matter. Th.s
Is thought to be the plan that the Duval
people have been forming for a long time
past, and which has been guarded with such
secrecy. The Duval Club has made ar-

rangements for printing the tickets for the
contest. They will be dellered next week,
and will be very, elaborate and well nigh
impossible to counterfelL At a late hour
to-nig- ht the Duval Athletic Club gave out
the following statement to the public:

"The time has now arrived when it be-

comes necessary to restore .confidence to
the outside world in the ability of the Du-

val Athletic Club to bring to a successful
ls3ue the international glove contest be-

tween Corbett and Mitchell. This club has
deferred, to its great detriment, until this
late hour In making this announcement with
the hope of being able to test by the courts
of this State the legality of the contest
and have done everything in Its power to
do so. So honorable and above board have
been our actions and so thoroughly did
we want a rigid test of the case, that,
after causing the arrest of Corbett and
Mitchell, we suggested to tire piosecuting
attorney of this county that Governor
Mitchell be appraised of said arrangement,
and that he be asked to instruct or re-
quest that Attorney-gener- al Lamar appear
and prosecute the case for the State. The
Governor, In a contemptible telegram to
the prosecuting attorney of this county,
charges him with being in collusion with
the promoters of this contest, which charge
is without foundation or truth, and by in-

sinuation and threats of removal, caused
the county attorney, without apprising us
of his actions, to nolle prosse the case,
thus depriving us, after waiting for him
for three days, of an application for a
writ of habeas corpus. Then an opportun-
ity would have been afforded to both par-
ties to argue, and submit the law on both
sides of the case, this club beforehand
agreeing to abide absolutely by the decis-
ion of the courts and to declare the match
off, should it be shown that there was any
law in this State against this contest..

"The Governor, in this unwarranted and
outrageous telegram to the county solicitor,
claimed that he would abide by no decision
other than that of the Supreme Court, the
highest Judicial power in the State.. This
club, through its manager, communicated
with Governor Mitchell and asked him to
submit the case with the contracts with
Corbett and Mitchell to the Supreme Court
In a fair and impartial manner, and that
that body be allowed to puss on the case.
This the Governor refused to do. There Is
no fair-mind- ed person who will not agree
with us that we have done everything In
our power to have an adjudication by the
courts of this case, and that there Is no
other conclusion to be arrived at except that
Governor Mitchell Is afraid to submit the
case to the courts, and we hereby. In thi3
public manner, throw the gauntlet at his
feet and not only invite, but dare him to
tusk the Supreme Court for a decision in
this case.

"His whole attitude has been that of a
bulldozer, " and will be until this contest
has ended. Right here we wish to say to
the public in most positive terms that,
barring accidents of a providential nature,
and if Corbett and Mitchell appear at the
ring-sid- e on Jan. 2T, as they have con-
tracts to do, and no doubt will, just so sure
will this contest take place. We assure the
public that the sentiment of the people of
the city of Jacksonville and State of Flor-
ida is In favor of the contest, and being
legally assured that there is no law against
contests of this kind, we now-assur- e all
Intending patrons of the event that they
can come to Jacksonville secure in the
knowledge that they will see two of the
greatest boxers in the world in a contest
that will do nothing more than demonstrate
wfcich is the more scientific. We have
added to the membership of the club some
of the most wealthy and influential men
In Jacksonville and Florida, and-- wo know
that we have the means and ability to see
this thing through. Further, we wish to
say that no one knows who will bo hurt
riranclally or socially, If an attempt be
made to stop this affair until the attempt
be made."

William A. Brady to-d- ay came up from
Mayport. He raid In regard to the out-
look for the fight: "I am strongly of the
opinion that the club people will be entirely
successful In their efforts to bring the con-
test to a successful issue, and you may be
sure that our end of the affair will give
them all the support in our power. Of
course, if v.e knew, as a certainty, that the
match would have to be abandoned, Cor-
bett would still continue training until otli-cial- ly

notified that the meeting was o!T.
All of the dispatches you see saying that
either Corbett or Mitchell has entertained
favorably any propositions from Colorado,
Cuba or anv other point Is merest rot and
without foundation. Many offers have been
received, but we have not even gone to the
trouble of investigation a3 to whether or
not they were bona Hie."

Corbett, in a conversation about Mitchell,
was asked his honest opinion about how
long the contest would last. "I am not in
a position to judge of Mitchell's ability,
knowing little more about him than what I
read in the newspapers, but I saw hltn
box once. That was with Mike Cl?ary. If
he has not learned some new wrinkles since
then he won't last more than four rounds."
